Ralph  Bunche  once  said,  "To  make  his  way,  the 
Negro  must  have  firm  resolve,  persistence  and 
tenacity.  He  must  gear  himself  to  hard  work  all 
the  way.

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Having  Sense  When  Having  Sex

WHAT  ARE  STDs? 

No  one  ever  thinks  it 
will  happen  to  them-  until 
it  does.  Some  call  it  "get- 
ting burned",  some  call  it 
"getting  caught  out  there." 
The  fact  of  the  matter  is: 
no  matter  how  you  refer  to 
it,  acquiring  a  sexually 
transmitted  disease  is  a 
serious  and  uncomfortable 
situation  to  be  in. 

Sexually  transmitted 
diseases  (STDs)  are  infec- 
tions you  catch  through 
sexual  contact.  Most  bac- 
terial STDs,  like  gonor- 
rhea, chlamydia  and  syphi- 
lis, are  relatively  easy  to 
cure  with  antibiotics  if 
caught  early.  Viral  STDs, 
like  herpes,  genital  warts 
and  AIDS,  are  more 
difficult  to  treat.  More- 
over, herpes  and  AIDS  are 
incurable. 

According  to  Buffi 
Vega,  a  certified  nurse 
practioner  at  Lane  Health 
Center,  the  most  common 
STDs  on  Northeastern's 
campus  are  chlamydia  and 
genital  warts. 


CHLAMYDIA 

Chlamydia  is  an  infec- 
tion caused  by  sexually 
transmitted  bacteria.  A 
study  conducted  by  the 
American  College  Health 
Association  says  that  10- 
15%  of  student  popula- 
tions catch  the  disease 
each  year. 

If  untreated, 
chlamydia  can  cause 
infections  in  men 
and  women's  repro- 
ductive organs  which 
are  not  only  painful 
but  can  also  lead  to 
infertility. 

Seventy-five  per- 
cent of  people  infect- 
ed with  chlamydia 
have  no  symptoms. 
However,  some  men 
and  women  have  re- 
ported a  mild  mucus- 
like discharge  from"^~ 
the  gencitals  or  stinging 
when  urinating.  Women 
may  have  abdominal  pain 
and  men  may  suffer  testi- 
cular pain. 

Regardless  of  whether  or 
not  you  have  symptoms, 
you  can  transmit  the  dis- 
ease through  sexual  con- 
tact if  you  are  infected. 


GENITAL  WARTS 

Human  papillomavirus 
is  a  family  of  at  least  60 
viruses,  of  which  about 
one-third  cause  gential 
problems  thataffect  men 
and  women.  One  of  the 
problems  genital  warts. 

Warts    are  painless 


A  lot  of  students  use  a  condom  a 
couple  of  times  when  they  are 
wirth  a  new  partner  but  after  being 
with  that  person  for  a  while  they 
may  stop  using  them. . .  If  the 
female  is  on  the  pill  they  may  never 
use  anything  at  all.  The  pill  does 


nothing  to  protect  against  STDs. 


growths  around  the  geni- 
tals of  men  and  women 
and  some  types  may  be 
invisable.  Infected  persons 
who  can  not  see  the  warts 
can  still  pass  the  disease  on. 

Treatment  for  warts  vary 
depending  on  the  severity 
and  location  (warts  may 
be  internal,  external  or 


\ 


both).  Treatment  includes 
laser  surgery,  liquid  nitro- 
gen, cryothaerapy  cream, 
trichloracetic  acid  po- 
dophyllin  and  interferon. 

SAFE  SEX 

Safe  sex  means  taking 
predautions  for  your  own 
^^^health  if  you  decide 
to  be  sexually  active. 
Reducing  the  risk  of 
catching  a  STD 
means  using  a 
condom  each  time 
you  have  sex. 

"A  lot  of  students 
use  a  condom  a 
couple  of  times  when 
they  are  wirth  a  new 
partner  but  after 
being  with  that 
person  for  a  while 
they  may  stop  using 
them,"  Vega  said, 
adding  "If  the  female 
is  on  the  pill  they  may 
never  use  any-thing  at  all. 
The  pill  does  nothing  to 
protect  against  STDs." 

Because  it  takes  only 
one  session  of  unprotected 
sex  to  become  infected, 
consistent  safe  sex  prac- 
tises are  paramount. 


DRUGS  &  ALCOHOL 

Drug  and  alcohol  use  do 
not  transmit  sexual  dis- 
eases. However,  drugs  and 
alcohol  are  mind  altering 
agents  which  act  as  major 
factors  when  people 
submit  to  unsafe  sex. 

"If  students  are  going 
out  drinking  they  should 
designate  someone  to  be 
the  "caretaker"  for  the 
evening,"  advised  Vega. 
"This  caretaker  should 
make  sure  noone  leaves 
with  a  stranger  and  should 
carry  condoms  for  anyone 
who  may  need  them." 

WHERE  TO  GO 
FOR  HELP 

Any  Northeastern  stu- 
dent who  suspects  they 
have  an  STD  can  get 
medical  attention  at  Lane 
Health  Center,  where  all 
records  are  kept  confiden- 
tial. Females  can  get 
medical  care  during  Gyne- 
cology walk- in  hours, 
which  can  be  learned  by 
calling  437-2772.  Males 
can  receive  medical  atten- 
tion in  the  medicaj  clinic. 
For  appointment  hours  call 
437-2772. 


BOB  the  CHEF'S

where  committment  to  be 
the  best  which  we  can  be 
comes  into  play." 

Kn,ight  received  her 
doctorate  in  1988, 
which  certified  her  as  a 
candidate  to  principal  a 
junior  or  senior  high 
school.  Despite  her 
impressive  back  ground, 
which  includes  teach- 
ing at  Harvard  Uni 
versity,  Knight  is  not 
cur  rently  working  as  a 
princi  pal. 

"Racism  today  isn't 
overtly  displayed  like  it 
used  to  be.  I  have  been 
told  I  was  overqualified 
for  positions  which  I 
sought.  I  can  remember 
one  time  talking  on  the 
telephone  with  a  poli- 
tician concern  ing  a 
job.  When  the  conver- 


sation came  to  the 
point  where  I  told  him  I 
was  a  black  female,  he 
said  "That's  funny.  You 
don't  sound  black." 


It  is  situations  such  as 
these  which  shape 
Knight's  belief  that 
black  students  should 
be  steadfast  in  their 
journey  to  success. 

"You  should  never, 
never,  never  give  up 
hope.  It  may  be  an 
uphill  battle  and  you 
may  want  to  stop  and 
cry  sometimes.  Crying 
is  allowed  as  long  as  it 
does  not  interfere  with 
your  goal  by  discourag- 
ing you  from  pursuing 
it." 

Knight  had  had  her 
share  of  experience  in 
being  steadfast.  She  was 


one  of  the  students  who 
picketed  in  1968  for 
Northeastem's  African- 
American  Institute,  as 
editor  for  WILD  Radio 
news  she  covered  the 
March  on  Washington 
in  1963,  and  in  1965 
she  marched  in  Selma 
with  Dr.  King. 

With  all  of  the  edu 
cation  and  experience 
Dr.  Knight  has  tucked 
under  her  belt,  one 
would  think  she  would 
be  quite  com  fortable 
with  her  achieve  ments 
in  life.  Contrast ly, 
Knight  spends  a  signi- 
ficant amount  of  her 
time  giving  to  the 
community. 

She  lends  herself  to 
AIDS  education,  Rox- 
bury  development  and 
making  life  for  incar- 
cerated moth  ers  a  little 


easier.  "I've  always  been 
a  champion  of  the  un- 
derdog," Knight  said.  "I 
hope  students  today 
remember  to  pull  some- 
one up  with  them  as 
they  succeed  in  life. 
Education  hasn't  always 


been  as  accessible  as  it 
is  today  for  black  peo- 
ple, and  it  is  priceless. 
It  is  up  to  the  leaders  of 
tomorrow  to  reach  out 
and  help  some  one 
along  the  way."
